CONSTITUTION. 


-:o:- 


I. — 'I'his  organization  shall  l)e  named  tlie  "  Fish  and 
Game  Protection  Cr.iM  of  the  Province  of 
Qlfmkc." 

J  I. — Its  fornuition  shall  have  for  its  objects  the 
enactment  and  due  execution  of  such  laws  by  the 
Dominion  and  Provincial  Legislatures  as  may  best 
tend  to  jjreserve  and  increase  the  supply  of  wholesome 
and  nutritious  food  in  the  form  of  Fish  and  Game,  as 
well  as  to  assist  and  encourage  others  in  the  formation 
of  similar  Associations  throughout  the  Province  of 
Quebec. 

ni. — It  shall  be  composed  of  members  from  w^hom 
shall  be  selected  the  following  office-bearers :  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  and  a 
Committee  which  shall  be  eight  in  number. 


BY-LAWS.

I. — ('aiulidatcs  for  Mcinl)L'ishi|)  >liall  l)e  |»n)i)()sc(l  l)\ 
a  ii)cmI)L'r,  and  sccondal  In    an  offuc  I)caivr  or  om-  of 
the  ( 'onunillcc  ;  the  conlinnation   on   tlie  pari   of  the 
President   or  Secretarv  of  such  nomination  shall  cnn- 
stitiite  menibership. 

II. — After  election,  menihers  shall  only  enjo)  the 
privileges  of  such  when  they  have  signed  the  IJy-laws  , 
and  paid  their  subscrii)tions  to  the  'Treasurer.  Ivk  h 
member  will  he  re([iiired  lo  pay  the  annual  subscrij)- 
tion  so  long  as  his  name  remains  on  the  list  ;  and  he 
shall  have  no  |)ower  to  withdraw  his  name  unless  (prior 
to  the  annual  general  meeting)  he  shall  forward  to 
the  Secretary  his  writteiT  reijuest  so  to  do. 

III. — An  annual  general  meeting  shall  l)e  held  on 
the  second  Saturday  of  Januar}-,  when  the  Secretary 
will  be  required  to  furnish  in  writing  a  report  of  the 
transactions  of  the  Club  tor  the  past  year,  when  the 
Treasurer  will  submit  his  accounts,  when  the  annual 
subscription  of  members  will  be  decided  on,  and  when 
the  office-bearers  and  Committee  will  be  elected  :  the 
form  of  said  election —whether  by  nomination  or  by 
ballot— will  be  decided  by  the  majority  of  those  |)re- 
sent. 

IV. — The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings, 
when  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  enforce  the  By-laws,  and 


lli^  |iri\ik\Ljc  to  ;^i\c  the  casiin^  Nnic  in  c.isc  of  ;i 
"  f/i."  He  sliall  ha\c  llu-  i»(»\vcr  to  (all.  or  rc(|iic.sl  the 
Secivtarv  to  call,  a  general  or  <  omniittcc  niccling  whni- 
cvcr  it  may  sccin  to  him  (.'xpfdirnl  in  the  intt-rt'st  of 
the  ("liil>  so  to  (jo. 

\'.—  The  \'i(  c  l'rcM(lciu.  in  llic  absiMice  ol'  the  Pre 
sideiU.  shall  |)erk)rm.  aiul  in  him  shall  l>e  vested,  a^ 
the  fiinetioiis  ot"  President. 

W. — Over  any  meeting  from  which  hoth  the  Presi- 
dent and  X'ice-President  may  he  absent,  the  members 
present  may  elect  one  of'  their  namber  to  preside. 

\'II.^ — The  .Secretary  shall  write  in  detail  an  account 
of  the  i)roceedings  at  every  meeting,  to  which  he  shall 
()l)tain  the  signature  of  the  Chairman  :  he  shall  keei)a 
record  of  all  corresj)ondenc,e  |)assing  through  his  hands, 
andof  all  actions  of  whatsoever  nature  instituted  bv 
or  at  the  instigation  of  the  ( "lub  :  he  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  i.ssue  such  notices  tor  the  gathering  together  of 
members  as  he  may  see  tit.  or  which  he  mav  be 
directed  by  the  President  or  (Committee  to  issue  :  and 
he  shall  hand  to  the  Treasurer  a  list  of  all  subscriptions, 
fmes,  and  confiscations  at  such  times  as  the  same  mav 
become  due  to  the  C-lub.  in  order  that  he  (the  Trea- 
surer) may  j)roceed  to  cause  the  same  to  be  collected. 

VIII. — The  'JVeasurer  sliall  collect  or  cause  to  be 
collected  all  moneys  and  effects  due  to  the  Club,  and 
out  of  the  Club's  funds  discharge  all  debts  incurred  by 
the  same,  on  being  required  .so  to  do  by  the  ['resident 
and  Committee  ;  he  shall  keej)  a  statement  of  receii)ts 
and  disbursements  which  shall  be  open  to  inspection  at 


any  lime  hy  iIk'  I'lvsidciu.  \'i(  c-l'tcsidciU.  or  Secretary  : 
he  shall  exhibit  and  submit  his  a< counts  ;it  the  annual 
^^eneral  meetinj^^  :  and  he  shall  surrender  on  demand  of 
the  {'resident  all  books,  |>a|)er>.  vou(her>.  moneys,  and 
property  of  the  ('lub  in  his  hands,  to  his  successor. 

IX. —  I'he  (  ommittee  (five  ol  whom  shall  form  a 
qucjrum)  shall  meet  whenever  (ailed  upon  so  to  do  by 
the  President,  \i(e  President,  or  Se<retar\  ;  they  shall 
exercise  supervisicjn  over,  and  aid  in  (hrecting  the 
^^eneral  management  of  the  Club  :  they  shall  elect  us 
honorary-members  such  gentlemen  as  they  may  deem 
expedient  :  they  shall  decide  what  moneys  shall  be 
exi)eiKled.  for  what  pur])oses.  and  shall  authorize  the 
Treasurer  to  i)ay  any  liabilities  thus  incurred  (such 
authority  to  be  countersigned  by  the  President)  :  and 
they  shall  susi)end  any  member  whose  conduct  has 
beei.  ])roved  to  be  such  as  to  bring  the  Club  into  dis- 
repute, or  to  be  at  variance  with  those  objects  the 
Club  is  formed  to  carry  out. 

X. — Members  shall  be  in  honor  bound  to  further 
"and  support  the  cause  of  I'ish  and  (lame  Protection 
to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and  will  be  recjuired  to 
report  (in  writing,  if  i)ossil)Ie,)  to  the  Secretary  or  Pre- 
sident any  infraction  of  the  laws  provided  for  the 
protection  of  Fish  and  (lame  which  may  come  under 
their  observation  or  to  their  knowledge. 

XI. — -Any  three  members  in  (Concert  shall  have  power 
to  cause  the  President  or  Secretary  to  call  a  s])ecial 
meeting  of  members  or  of  the  Committee,  on  making 
a  requisition  to  that  effect,  and  stating  the  objects  for 
which  such  meeting  shall  be  called. 


Xn. — Hy-laws  slnill  he  m.wk'.  .iiiKiidcd.  or  aniitillcd 
at  a  general  iiiccting  (  alU-d  spec  i;dl\  tor  that  |)iir|iosc'. 
The  notices  (aMing  sik  h  meeting  shall  he  issued-thn-e 
da\s  in  advance,  and  shall  specif)  the  husiness  to  he 
siihniitted.  ami  thi-  assent  ol"  two-thirds  of  those  jtresent 
shall  he  re(|uirfd.  J-Jeven  nienihers  shall  form  a  (|uorinn 
at  this  i\n(\  at  other  general  meetings. 
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
